Swan's Display Section is an in- 
tegral part of the Company's sales 
promotion efforts and its primary 
function is to design, manufacture and 
supply display boards of all kinds. 


It is responsible for the supply of 
display boards throughout Swan's 
domestic marketing territory of more 
than I4 million square miles. 


In addition to covering the re- 
ouirements of all licensed premises, 
Swan's display team works hand in 
hand with the Company's advertis- 
ing agents in producing special dis- 
plays for exhibitions, festivals and 
agricultural shows of various kinds 
each year. 


The section comprises a team of 
three personnel — Graham Wright 
who is officer - in - charge, Trevor 
Priestman and Warren Usher.

Western Australia has its share of 
ghost towns mainly scattered across 
the State's goldfields but none has 
a more fascinating history—and fu- 
ture—as Cossack, the first port to 
be established on the North West 


coast. 


The Swan River Settlement, 
founded in 1829, was still in its forma- 
tive years and the North West pas- 
toral industry was barely established 
when a party was dispatched from 
the Port of Fremantle to examine 
and select a site for a township be- 
tween Cape Lambert and the De 
Grey River. 


This area, about 1,000 sea miles 
north from Fremantle, was regarded 
as important for the expansion of the 
De Grey pastoral region. Now, it 
is internationally known as one of the 
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world's major sources of iron ore, 
with annual exports soon to rival the 
nation's total income from wool. 


The year was 1863 when the small 
coastal vessel ''Mystery'' sailed north 
under the command of Captain Hed- 
land with instructions to tind a suit- 
able place for a settlement and the 
watering of stock. 


A rendezvous was arranged be- 
tween the ''Mystery’’ and the stock 
carrier ‘Tien Tsin'’ and a harbour was 
selected at Butcher's Inlet near the 
mouth of the Harding River. 


The harbour was named Tien Tsin 
and the settlement established a few 
miles upstream at a point close to 
where the town of Roebourne stands 
today. 


Eight years later, when the new 
port was beginning to make a little

A year later, Cossack was gazetted 
as a town and the port of Roebourne. 


Early settlers in the area noticed 
that many of the local aborigines 
wore ornaments and necklaces of 
mother of pearl. This led to the 
formation of a pearling operation, 
using natives to free-dive from small 
boats, collecting the shell in water up 
to 30 feet deep. 


By 1868, there was a pearl shell 
boom in progress, with a number of

good number of Chinese, a few 
Japanese and a few Manilla men or 
Filippinos. Generally, they were well 
behaved but, occasionally, there were 
fights involving Malays, Japanese and 
Chinese. 


A unique feature of this era was 
the horse-drawn tram service which 
covered a 1|2-mile track between 
Roebourne and Cossack. The ser- 
vice was operated three times daily 
with horses and drivers changing at 
the half-way mark. 


In the 1890's a newspaper called 
the North West Times commence 
publication in Roebourne. It flour- 
ished initially but it lacked support 
in later years and eventually folded 


uP 


About this time, Cossack was fast 
declining. For more than 30 years 
it had been the main North West 
port, handling all supplies for Marble 
Bar, Port Hedland, Whim Creek, 
Maud's Landing, Condon and Balla 
Balla. Cargo for these places was 
transhipped from big schooners into 
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ketches, then hauled overland by 
teams of horses or camels. 


With the steady decline in pearl 
shell prices, Cossack slipped badly. 
Many pearlers left the port and those 
who remained were forced to eke 
out a living as best they could. 


Some work was available on nearby 
sheep stations but this was seasonal 
and limited. In fact, Cossack was 
doomed to become a ghost town. 


The port had suffered badly in the 
cyclones of 1894 and 1898. Each 
time, pearling luggers, small boats, 
and houses were lost or damaged 
and horses, cattle, sheep and goats 
swept away in the floods and high 


winds, 


With cyclones in mind, most busi- 
ness houses had already been estab- 
lisned inland at Roebourne, and this 
town now catered for the pastoral in- 
dustry and travellers. It had two 
hotels, the White Horse and the 
Weld—later they were combined 
into one. 


Roebourne has continued to serve 
the needs of the district over the 
years and, today, it is poised on the 
brink of vast development and expan- 
sion which almost certainly will come 
with the establishment of additional 
iron ore export operations in the 
area.

Cossack, too, is destined for 
greater things. Although a deserted 
haven for vandals for many years, it 
is now to have a complete facelift 
at the expense of the Western Aus- 
tralian Government. 


The town's old courthouse, built of 
solid local rock in 1885, is to be 
fully restored at a cost of $18,500. 
Other old buildings, such as the cus- 
toms house, gaol, post office and 
store still stand in varying states of

In all, $21,000 is to be spent on 
restoration at Cossack to make it a
